Anglo - French proposals 

for a peace pact against 
aggression will be given at the 
next meeting in Moscow of the 
representatives of the three 
Powers.. This is expected to be 
held to-day. 

It is generally believed in Moscow 
that if the proposals actually include 
a guarantee for the Baltic States 
and for Belgium, Holland and Swit- 
zerland, the Soviet will enter the 
pact at once. 

Yesterday’s conference at the Kremlin 
between M. Molotoy, the Soviet Prime 
Minister and Foreign Commissar, the 
British and French Ambassadors, and 
Mr. William Strang, head of the Central 
European Department of the Foreign 
Office, lasted. two hours. 

In Paris yesterday there was con- 
siderable optimism about the outcome 
of the negotiations. It was stated 
unofficially that, as far as could be seen, 
every point raised by the Russians had 
now been met by the French and 
British. 


Barracks Work At 
Danzig Speeded Up 


ORK on the barracks at 
Matzkau, near Danzig, is 
being speeded up. The 
police barracks at Langfuhr have 
also been enlarged. Several Nazi 
Party officers have been removed 
from the old Wieben barracks in 
the centre of the city, presum- 
ably to make the barracks avail- 
able for defence units.

LTHOUGH TENSION STILL HUNG OVER 


TROUBLED CAPITALS YESTERDAY, THERE WILL BE 


NO NAZI COUP IN DANZIG YET. 

Reports from the Free City late on Friday 
night that Hitler would strike “within a few 
hours” are believed in London and Paris to be 
Nazi propaganda, to scare the democracies. 


Hitler is stated to be planning to visit Danzig aboard a 
German cruiser on July 23. Poland is unlikely to raise any 
objection, for, under the international statute governing the 
city’s status, any German citizen is entitled to enter Danzig 
without hindrance. 


After a three-hour meeting yesterday afternoon of the 
French Cabinet, at which M. Daladier told his Ministers that the 
international situation “remains very serious,” M. Bonnet, the 
Foreign Minister, had a 30-minute interview with the German 
Ambassador, Count von Welzeck. 

It was their first direct contact for six weeks. It is believed 
that M. Bonnet told the Ambassador that France fully agrees 
with Lord Halifax’s broadcast speech on Thursday. Imme- 
diately after Count von Welzeck had left, M. Bonnet received 
Sir Eric Phipps, the British Ambassador. He also saw the Dutch 
Minister. 

At their meeting yesterday the French Cabinet approved a 
number of military and defence measures taken to “ fortify 
France’s action and leave no doubt as to her firm intentions.” 


DIPLOMATIC ACTION 


M. Daladier’s measures are reported to involve diplomatic 


action to convince Hitler and Mussolini that there will be war_ 


if they commit an act of aggression against Danzig. 


There are unconfirmed reports in diplomatic 
circles that among the steps being considered by the 
French Government are :— 


1. A direct personal message by Mr. Chamber- 
lain and M. Daladier to Herr Hitler urging him to do 
nothing to break the peace of Europe. 


2. Parallel or concerted statements by the 
British, French and Polish Governments, giving 
warning that they will fight if any attempt is made 
to settle the Danzig dispute by force.

SECRET SERVICE AGENTS NOW HELD IN SOLITARY 
CONFINEMENT AT LIEGE, ON CHARGES OF SPYING ON 
BELGIUM’S DEFENCES. 
Believed to be a member of a 
famous German family, -she 
entered Belgium as a journalist, 
holding credentials from well- 
known Swiss newspapers. 


She claimed relationship with#dis- 
tinguished people in England and 
produced documents making it-ap- 
pear that she had graduated at 
Girton College, Cambridge. 

On the strength of these references, 
she was provided with a diplomatic pass- 
port which enabled her to gain access to 
important sources of information and to 
move in high. circles where she had a 
chance to pick up vital information.

A Japanese report which reached 
Shanghai yesterday stated that, owing 
to the “arrogant attitude” of the 
British, the Japanese authorities at 
Amoy (the treaty port 250 miles north- 
east of Hong Kong) are planning inde- 
pendent action.

Arabs’ Demand 


“PALESTINE 
FOR EVER 
ARAB” 


HE Arab Higher Com- 
mittee, in a reply issued 
yesterday to the British 
Government’s proposals for the 
future of Palestine, says the 
immigration of Jews must stop. 


The Arabs are adamant that 
t Palestine shall be independent 
within an Arab federation and shall 
[remain for ever Arab.” 

“The Arabs,” it is stated, “do not 
jrecognise the Jewish National Home, 
which they consider as a clear trespass 
upon their most sacred natural rights.” 

They insist upon the immediate estab- 
lishment within a reasonable transitional 
period of a national government that 
would assume power, that would have a 
constitution formulated by an elected 
National Assembly, and that would enter 
into treaty relations with Great Britain, 
with the object of ending the mandate. 

Participation in the Government would 
be proportionate to the number of Pales- 
tine citizens in the respective popula- 
tions. 

They also insist on a complete and 
final prohibition of any transfer of lands 
from Arabs to Jews. 

The committee states that the British 
Government has surrounded its policy 
¡with ambiguity and indefiniteness.

The National Council of Labour has 
made every arrangement possible to see 
that the message reaches some of the 
German workers, and it is hoped that it 
will be passed on verbally.

| Neither vou nor we must submit to the 
belief that war is inevitable. 


“WICKED MISREPRESENTATION ” 


“Some among you may say that the 
peace of Europe is being threatened be- 
cause Germany is being encircled by 
enemies who wish to destroy your coun- 
try and to make the economic life of the 
German people impossible. That is a 
wicked misrepresentation, and your 
Propaganda Minister knows it.” 
Stating that the “ brutal seizure” of 

Czechoslovakia last March had convinced 
them that the German Government was 
aiming at nothing less than the domina- 
tion and enslavement of all Europe, the 
appeal adds:

The simplicity and crude conceit with 
which these men flaunt their brutality 
as though it were something to be proud 
of shows the results of their education. 

“They are full of desperately dan- 
gerous ideas,” says Rauschning, who, 
while he was a member of the party, 
was approached with a proposition te 
murder an unpopular Senator! 

But there will be no uprising from the 
people, he maintains, so long as they 
believe what the Nazis tell them. When 
the scales fall from their eyes—anarchy! 

At the moment the nation is held in 
bondage by the same methods of auto- 
suggestion that keeps a mesmerised 
fowl inside a chalk-drawn circle, and 
meanwhile the poison of unfreedom goes 
on working.

him a full report on the profiteering. 


Sir Percy wants this followed by jhe 
appointment of a committee of inquiry, 
consisting .of M.P.s and social workers, 
to investigate the whole question and 
make recommendations, 

There is a growing feeling among East 
End M.P.s that the Rent Restriction Act 
will have to be amended so as to prevent 
working-class dwellings from being con- 
trolled. This, in its turn, would prevent 
the landlord from forcing up the rent 
as soon as there is a change of tenant.

CRITICISM A CRIME 


People in Italy remind me very much 
of the people in Germany, who are 
afraid of their secret police, the 
Gestapo.

Crimes against the State, with which 
Ovra has to deal, make a long list, 
which grows ‘more formidable almost 
every week The crime of trying to 
smuggle money out of the country is 
now punishable by death, but other 
crimes, such as criticising Mussolini or 
his son-in-law, the chubby Count 
Ciano, or’ talking in critical fashion 
about the German Nazis, means an 
indefinite sentence usually spent in the 
penal settlement on the Lipari Islands, 
between the large island of Sicily, in 
the Mediterranean, and the mainland 
of Italy. 

Three years ago the islands, which 
are inhabited by a few peasants and 
many goats, were practically closed as 
a penal settlement, but now they are 
crowded again. 

Ovra, like the Gestapo in Germany 
and the Ogpu in Russia, operates 
nearly always at night, because the 
Secret Police know the value of in- 
stilling terror by waking people from 
their sleep. 

A fast-moving car, making jas much 
noise as possible, will ‘dash down 4 
street in the early hours. Three men 
will get out and noisily enter the house 
where the “wanted” person lives. 

The lift or the stairs echoes to the 
stamp of feet; then the front door bell 
rings and the police bang with their 
fists on the door. 

A frightened man or woman opens 
it, and the police burst'in. The man is 
tola to dress. He does so while his 
wife packs a bag. He is then taken 
away to the islands, There is no trial 
and he remains there as long as the 
Ovra decides. 

Yet, with all the fear of Ovra, 
human nature in Italy is as strong as 
elsewhere. The Italians hate the 
Treaty with’ Germany which was 
forced on them. 

The other day I was walking in the 
famous Milan arcades, where there are 
fine shops and restaurants and cafés. 
Twice a day, at noon and in the even- 
ing, the Milanese stroll in the arcades 
and gossip. But all the time they are 
closely watched by Ovra, 


NOTHING TO LAUGH AT 


I noticed that many shops were dis- 
playing in their windows, probably py 
special order, the front page of an 
Italian illustrated newspaper showing 
a photograph snapped immediately 
after the signing of the German- 
Italian Treaty in Berlin. 

In this, Ciano, full face to the 
camera, is seen shaking hands with 
Hitler, and both are roaring with 
laughter. j 

Between Hitler and Ciano is my old 
friend Dr. Schmidt, who has been the 
German official interpreter since the 
time of Streseman. 

Schmidt, who wears a uniform now, 
is laughing, too, and a glimpse of the 
back of Von Ribbentrop’s head reveals 
that he is sharing the general joke. 

But in the left-hand corner of the 
picture is a large fat man who is not 
laughing. It is Goering. He stands 
there with his head hanging down and 
his lower lip protruding. 

He looks very glum indeed. 

Taken altogether, it is a curious pic- 
ture which evidently puzzled the 
Milanese, who, after looking at it, gave 
each other sidelong glances. 

i strolled to another window where 
this photograph was displayed, stood in 
the middle of a group, looked at the 
picture, shrugged my shoulders, and 
appeared.to mutter. 

Immediately on. either side of me

But, as everybody knows who has ever 
been there, Albania is a mountainous 
country where, like the Lipari Islands, 
the goat population outnumbers the 
human. 

The Veronese looked glumly enough 
at these maps of Albania, and passed 
on, not at all impressed. I came to a 
spot where there was one man looking 
at a map. 


FACETIOUS CIVILIANS 


I joined him and appeared to gaze 
hard. Then I gave a sudden laugh. My 
unknown companion gave a sardonic 
whoop. 

“What do they think they are giving 
us, eh? We know Albania is nothing 
but a jumping-off place to attack Yugo- 
Slavia, or maybe Greece,” he remarked. 

The truth is that, behind the Italian 
veil of secrecy, all the people are not 
fooled all the time, 

The loud blare of propaganda, the 
controlled Press and wireless, does not 
prevent, for instance, the circulation of 
what is called the “ Talking Newspaper.”

In Trieste I asked this question: 
“ What reasons do you think Mussolini

I must say the Italians have some 
grounds for their fears, because

descended on North Italy like a flight

the entire nation. 
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of locusts; they eat their wav 
steadily—up to the limit ot 
their spending-money. Hitler 
allows them—five shillings -a 
day! 

The Germans do not pay 
cash for their hotel accom- 
modation; the Italian hotel- 
keepers get their money three. and 
four months after their guests have 
departed, through a clearing house 
arrangement, and this does. not make 
them love the Germans any the more. 

While you read of the tramping, 
marching army of Italy, I would like 
you to remark this: in one day and 
night I have seen and heard more 4aero- 
planes flying over London than I heard 
in a week in North Italy. 

I remarked to an Italian on the few 
Planes to be seen. He replied: “We 
are short of petrol. We must keep 
what we have, in case——” 

In Milan and Turin I was surprised 
to find no air-raid precautions whatso- 
ever; no gas masks and no shelters, 
yet both these great cities are close 
to the French frontier. 

In Trieste, bordering on the German 
and Yugoslav frontiers, there are the 
most elaborate precautions I have seen 
anywhere on the Continent.

Ge «Modern Captain Bligh 
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N the dusty office of a 
building called “Port of 
Leith Shipping Federa- 
tion,” there works to-day a 
man with a story greater 
than that of Captain 
Bligh of the Bounty. 

He will tell you little of that story. 
He will prefer to talk of his golf 
handicap. 

The loungers against the grey walls 
of that little harbour near Edinburgh 
do not know his name. They know 
him only under the title of “ Registrar.” 

His name is Chief Officer James 
Stewart Smith. He is broad-shouldered, 
stocky, black-eyed and grey-haired, The 
tan comes from his days on the local 
golf course. The look im his black eyes 
comes from a quarter of a century at 
sea. 

The reason I have compared him to 
the famed Captain Bligh of the Bounty 
is that Bligh sailed 3,618 miles in an 
open boat in 41 days. 

This James Stewart Smith sailed an 
open boat 2,406 miles in 25 days. 

This greatest story of the sea in this 
century was written in 1923, It needs 
no high-falutin’ words—the facts tell 
the story. 

The story begins with the distress of 
the 5,000-ton Trevessa, loaded with a 
valuable cargo of concentrates, 11 days 
out of Fremantle in the South Indian 
ocean. The wireless operator just had 
time to receive answers to his SOS 
before the command “ Abandan Ship” 
was given to the 44 men on board. 

They tumbled into two lifeboats. 
Captain Foster in charge of ome; Chief 
Officer Smith in charge of 22 men 
packed shoulder to shoulder in the 
other. 

In Smith’s boat there was just room 
for the men to sit. The boat was’26 feet 
long and eight feet broad. 

In the lockers they found a spirit 
compass, flares, ropes for the sail, 
several boxes of biscuits, matches, nine 
gallons of water, seven tins of biscuits, 
120 tins of milk, eight pounds of tobacco 
and fifty tins of fifty cigarettes. 


Rigid Discipline 


Captain Foster’s boat was almost 
similarly equipped. For a time both 
ee kept in touch with each 
(e) 

Smith knew that it could only be by 
a miracle that they could reach land. 
It was 1,500 miles to Mauritius—and he 
must steer by the stars. Their one hope 
was to be found by a sister ship, or by 
another ship searching in the vicinity. 

Smith knew they were almost in- 
visible. They were a spot in the vast 


| ocean, And, as Smith puts it himself: 


“We could hardly expect to make land, 
We were perhaps the farthest away 
from land in the world. But I deter- 
mined to set a course and keep to it. 

“There was no room for the men to 
keep their lifebelts on in comfort. I 
therefore gave orders that they could 
take them off.. 

It was June the fourth. This man 
with the black eyes and the broad 
shoulders looked round the crowded 
boat. He was looking at seventeen Euro- 
peans and five coloured men. They were 
to depend entirely on his own skill, 
endurance and personality. 

He decided that from the first 
moment the rigid discipline of the sea 
should prevail in this pathetic little 
cockleshell on an empty ocean. 

His first step was to order the water 
and the scanty provisions to be put in 
his care. 

He stationed the second officer, called 
“ Mister ” Hall throughout the terrible 
ordeal, in the bows. 

The men joked a little about the lack 
of comfort. In his heart Smith prayed 
that they would maintain that spirit 
during the days to come. 

At dawn on June the fifth, after the 
restless night when few snatched a 
minute of sleep, Smith announced the 
rations for the day. He had the lid of 
a cigarette tin for measure. 

“Half the lid of milk. Half of 
water. One biscuit each. That is the 
first service to-day. Next service 
twenty-four hours later!” 

It took an hour to serve the men. 
They passed the cigarette tin lid with 
the precious tablespoonful of liquid 
from one to the other. Their tongues 
were already swollen. They licked the 
tin lid and ate the crumbs of the bis- 
cults 


Good Humour 


The sail was up, and they travelled 
seventy-seven miles. At times they 
were within hailing distance of the cap- 
tain’s boat.

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Stripped to the waist, they dipped their 
clothes in the sea to try to cool their 
bodies.

One man had asked permission to dip 
himself in the sea. Permission had been 
given by Smith, but the ominous shape 
of sharks had put an end to that 
measure of relief. 

Then rain. They opened their 
mouths, felt the blessed relief of cool 
water. They joked again, scooped the 
water in their hands, collected it in 
cigarette tins. 

Some of them frenziedly drank the 
rain water as it poured in a cascade 
from the sail. 

Too late, Smith stopped them. They 
did not realise that there was a deposit 
of salt on the canvas.

Agony of Thirst 


The heat waves danced over sullen 
waters. Smith wrote: “I am fed up 
with a rivet that sticks into my back 
and stops me sleeping.” 
` But he sat still im the stern, watching 
his men. A day was an eternity. He 
dare not hope, he dare not look ahead. 
The ship sailed on. 

-On June the ninth the report came 
to London that the Trevean had 
searched the sea, had found an empty 
boat, capsized. Lloyd’s in London dis- 
cussed the value of the cargo of the 
sunken ship. Experts were saying that 
the whole crew had perished. 

But Smith still faced his company of 
gaunt scarecrows, silent men whose 
eyes were unseeing, whose lips moved 
sometimes without sound. 

For days now there had been no trace 
of the captain’s boat. 

They gazed no more over the waters. 
Allchin, the cook, desperate with the 
agony of thirst, suddenly leant over- 
board and scooped up the sea, drinking 
it greedily.

for her clothes, 
taste.. 

“She had what some call ‘a man’s 
brain.’ But femininity was the first 
impression she gave. She had a singu- 
larly beautiful relationship with men; 
we always felt she was faithful to the 
memory of the only man she ever loved, 
that young diplomat who had died in 
Persia,” 

Her task seemed colossal. Endlessly 
working with distinguished English 
officials, Gertrude conferred with Arab 
chiefs and sheiks. Finally came the 
“White Paper”: it advised the British 
to grant the Arabs this freed territory 
for their own State, under the rule of 
Feisal the Fearless. 

But diplomatic events do not move 
swiftly. - Intrigue, .plot. and counter- 
plot, petty jealousies, official “red 
tape” soon engulfed the White Paper 
and its plans, 


Task Achieved 


But Miss Bell was the power behind 
the throne, the Fate that pulled the 
draw-strings. -She persisted, encourag- 
ing, advising, rallying Feisal, stirring 
Whitehall 

Until, in 1921, Feisal was proclaimed 
King of Iraq! ‘The comrade-in-arms 
of Lawrence of Arabia became ruler of 
the land that once included ancient 
Babylonia and Assyria. After centuries 
of oppression the Arabs had their own 
native ruler! 

The Moslem world rejoiced; the 
British Government pledged Mandatory 
support. 

And in her house in Baghdad, a 
slight little Englishwoman, who did not 
look her fifty years, leaned back wearily 
in her armchair and murmured: 

“What a task that was. I'll never 
make a King again!” 

The new State brought new duties to 
all: the Englishwoman found herself 
confidential adviser to its ruler. King 
Feisal gave her a regiment of the Arab 
army, called “the Khatun’s Own.” 

“Umm al Mummin—Mother of the 
Faithful” they called her in the Royal 
household. And of its members, none 
was more devoted to her than the 
Crown Prince, little Emir Ghazi. 

On one memorable occasion when 
his tutor and governess brought him to 
tea at Miss Bell’s house, the little boy 
clapped his hands in glee. 

In all his ten years he never had 
seen anything like these wonderful

Only yesterday they came by post, 
from an English shop.” 

The tea-party was, unceremoniously 
finished on the floor. The little Emir 
excitedly inspected the toys. “What 
fine soldiers!!” he exclaimed. “And 
what’s this? It moves and runs over 
the floor!” 

“ In English, it’s called a train; that’s 
an engine; it runs on these tracks. 
Like this. Oh dear, where’s the brake? 
I can’t see how to stop it——” 

“Let me try,” begged the little Emir 
from Mecca. “ Look, this it what makes 
it stop; and this makes it go faster. 
Faster. An engine’s better than sol- 
diers. When I grow up I'll learn about 
engines, and ride in a car of my own! 
Ill go fast—faster, I'll ride like the 
wind! ” 

What is there in the sands of the 
desert that inspires a passion for 
speed? It was to claim the hero of 
that desert revolt, Lawrence, who met 
his untimely death while racing along 
on his motor-cycle. Already it had been 
breathed into its next victim. 

As the Emir Ghazi grew older he 
learned English from Miss Bell. At 
thirteen he was sent to study in 
England,, at Harrow. 

His iove for cars and engineering 
grew. As he was under seventeen he 
could not have a driving licence, but 
he drove on the race track at Brook- 
lands. In 1933 Feisal died suddenly, 
and Ghazi became King. 

And only a few months ago news- 
paper headlines flashed this brief, 
tragic message: 

KING GHAZI OF IRAQ KILLED. 

Love of high-speed motoring costs 

twenty-seven-year-old King his life. 

Gertrude Bell had. finished her task 
as King-maker. Yet in that new Arab 
State official and civic events still 
centred about her. 

Now she set herself to open a museum 
of antiquities. She was richly 
qualified for this task by the 
, Success of her own archzo- 
logical expeditions into the 
desert. But it proved ex- 
acting and _— strenuous 
work. Defying winter's 
bitterness and sum- 
mer’s heat, disregard- 


ing the repeated 
requests of her 
family, with whom 


she was in constant 
tender contact, to 
return home for a 
rest, she toiled away 
until she created 
Iraq’s Museum in 1923. 
She was named Honor- 
ary Director of Antiqui- 
ties, and continued at her 
task. That terribly hot 
summer of 1926 she really 
should have returned to Eng- 
land to rest and fully recover 
from her illness of that winter. 
“But I feel I must carry on at the 
Museum,” she wrote to her family. 
They never gave up expecting her 
home for her birthday, on July 14; she 
would be fifty-eight. 
Two days before that date, 
family received a cablegram.

claimed gleefully. 


Royal Sympathy 


But the message from Baghdad read 
otherwise :— 


Gertrude died peacefully in her 
sleep this morning. 

The next telegram that came to the 
Bell family read :— 


The Queen and I are grieved to 
hear of the death of your distin- 
guished and gifted daughter, whom 
we held in high regard. 

George R.I. 
_ The highest and most distinguished 
in the land, as well as the villagers of 
her native Yorkshire, mourned for 
Gertrude Bell. 

The East beat its breast and be- 
wailed her passing; never bef6re had a 
European’s death caused them such 
sadness, 

“Let us name the principal wing in 
the Baghdad Museum after Gertrude 
Bell,” suggested King Feisal. 

The Iraq Cabinet accepted the pro- 
posal, and a brass plaque bears her 
name; so does the Memorial Fund, 
which now maintains a British School 
of Archeology in Iraq. 


A Rare Tribute 


In the House of Commons the 
Colonial Secretary paid her rare 
tribute. 


In Baghdad, she was buried with 
military honours; members of the 
Cabinet, the Army, desert chiefs and 
enormous crowds lined the streets to 
pay last homage to Diana of the Desert. 

After the funeral, two letters from 
Gertrude reached England. 

These completed\a series of remark- 
able, graphic letters, which now remain 
as her monument. 

Edited by her stepmother, they fill 
two volumes, and reveal her constant, 
intimate bond with her family; and 
vividly disclose stirring chapters in 
Empire-building that otherwise might 
never have been known, 

in one of these letters the 
heroine of that mighty drama that 
placed a king on his throne confessed 
what had been the happiest thing she 
had done in her life: 

_ “I should choose the old Italian

and who read Monsieur Dala- 

dier’s earlier speech in the 

French Chamber, may be feei- 
ing uneasy because these “ grave warn- 
ings” have been uttered so suddenly at 
a. time when there is no obvious 
“crisis” in Europe and no openly de- 
clared threat even to Danzig itself. 
Well, Danzig is the danger spot on the 
Continent to-day, but the free coun- 
tries are past arguing with Germany 
about that. And we are'doing rather 
more than warning her what will 
happen if she attacks Poland: were 
telling her. 


It had to be done. Apparently Ger- 
many can’t yet believe that we are not 
only resolved, but very strongly pre- 
pared, to resist any further aggression. 


We're telling her now. Lord Halifax 
did not bluster but he spoke very 
plainly. And this is what he said about 
our preparedness: 


“We have an unchallengeable Navy. 
Our Air Force has now nothing to fear 
from any other. I have little doubt 
that. its personnel, in spirit and in 
skill, is superior to all others. 


“Our army is, no doubt, small in 
comparison with that of some other 
countries, but, as happened once before, 
we are creating here also a powerful 
weapon for the defence of our own 
liberty and that of other peoples.” 


* 


HE German retort to the 

Halifax broadcast is much 
as was to be expected. The Nazis 
described our Memorandum in regard to 
the naval agreement, which they de- 
nounced, as mere “ humbug.” 


Now they say the Foreign Secretary’s 
speech contributes nothing new to the 
prospects of peace and that it is largely 
“ comic.” 


But I want you to realise that it no 
longer matters what they say. The only 
thing that concerns us is what they do. 


If they attack our friends, we shall 
fight. If they are willing to behave 
reasonably and to discuss Europe’s 
problems fairly and without abuse, we 
shall be delighted to resume neighbourly 
relations. 


Germany has made her own “ isola- 
tion” and she can end it immediately 
by abandoning all threats of force. 


It would pay her to do so. Asa matter 
of plain business, there is no profit in 
modern warfare; it can only spell ruin 
for all. 


On the other hand, Germany could 
and would get all the “living space” 
she pretends to need if she chose to 
abandon “ power politics ” and deal with 
her neighbours by honest negotiation. 


Lord Halifax, firm though he was in 
our refusal to be intimidated, also said 
plainly that Britain is ready; provided 
other nations play their part, to accept 
the principle of the “open door” in 
regard to colonies. And that is a hand- 
some offer.

just before Jean Nicoll was beaten.

Rule Of Law 
Must Be Enforced 


T is, indeed; because the world 

is sick of lawlessness that Mon- 

sieur Daladier and then Lord Halifax 

have felt it necessary at this time to say 
that we will stand no more of it. 


France is a hundred per cent, behind 
her Premier and, for once at least, our 
own Foreign Secretary has the almost 
unanimous approval of the British 
Press and public. 


Peace, as we see it, is possible among 
nations as among individuals only under 
the rule of law. And so “in the event of 
further aggression we are resolved to 
use at once the whole of our strength 
in fulfilment of our pledges to resist 
it.” 


We should be glad to be friendly with 
Germany again, but how can we be'so 
while she pursues “a policy that causes 
constant anxiety to other nations ”?

Logic Of Facts 


PEECHES don’t change facts, 

but they do sometimes throw 
a new light upon them. The Axis 
Powers must now realise the two out- 
standing facts of the world situation to- 
day. The first is the resolve, and the 
second is the power of the free peoples 
to defend their freedom. 


I have quoted Lord Halifax’s words 
about this country’s strength. It is also 
to be remembered that France has three 
million men already under arms behind 
an impregnable frontier, and that 
Poland is completely prepared, 


We need only Russia to complete a 
“peace front” which it would be mad- 
ness to attack. And there is good hope 
that this pact will be concluded in the 
very near future.

OR these reasons it is my be- 

lief that armed conflict is 

not only far from being inevitable, but 

is still unlikely, even though the “ war 

of nerves” should continue to “trouble 
and torment” the coming months. 


It need not torment the men and 
women of this country. Each must 
decide for himself or herself what 
service can be rendered to the State, 
and, that done, each should carry on 
not only “business as usual,” but life 
as usual. 


“Cowards die many times before 
their death,” and it is a sort of coward- 
ice to let. an honest hatred of war de- 
generate into a morbid fear of it. 


If war should come, which heaven 
forbid, the people of these islands will 
endure it with courage and wage it with 
the utmost tenacity. 


Meanwhile they will not be cast down 
by threats and rumours. They were 
never “downhearted” even in the 
darkest years of 1914-1918. How much 
less will their calm and confidence fail 
them now, before any storm has broken 
and while the clouds may yet lift?

‚The most fancied of the overseas 
visitors is Bobby Locke, the South African, 
who created such a big impression as an 
amateur. I have no great fancy for his 
chance, though his records recent.y sug- 
gest that he will be one of the most 
serious challengers. Locke’s reatest 
asset is his putting, but. though he may 
be more deadly than any other on the 
greens, he has not the same faculty of 
getting within easy distance of the hole 
in the same way as several of his rivals.

Another breakdown occurred, Copson 
and A. Pope meeting with very little 
opposition apart from Nichols. 

With the score 112, Unwin skied the ball 
to the wicket-keeper; one run_ later, 
Stephenson fell another victim to Elliott’s 
watchfulness. and for the addition of two 
Cook was bowled. 

Wade stood firm for a time, but was 
caught at slip at 154. Nichols meanwhile 
had reached 50 out of 101 in 100 minutes, 
and with the last man, P. Smith, playing 
a straight bat, the left-hander hit out.
